ON OUR FUTURE 


With Land Trading Gone, Industrial 
Supremacy is Necessary to 
Permanenocy. 

“Eventually the cities, towns and 
villages of the West will require in- 
dustries to give employment to their 
workmen, to provide trade for their 
merchants, to stimulate their various 
local activities and to ensure their 
progress and maintain their prosper. 

ity.” 

This passage is from a recent ad- 
dress by Mr. J. 8. Willison, Toronto, 
before the Canadian Club at Winnipeg. 
He had pointed out that eventually 
there would be a decline in immigra- 
tlon, in land trading and in ail the 
activities which arose from rapid in- 
crease in population, To take their 
place there must be industrial activity 
if progress was to continue. 

“Without protection no nation ever 
achieved any considerable industrial 
bupremacy,” said Mr. Willison. “It 
may be that free trade is the true 
faith for a perfect world but either the 
faith is weakly held or the world is 
still very imperfect. I submit that 
protectionist duties were not imposed 
in Canada and have not been main- 
tained for the special or exclusive bene- 
fit of manufacturers. Protection was 
established for a great national object 
just as certainly as the Caradian Pa- 
cific Railway was constructed for a 
great national object. 

“By no force of logic, or effort of 
persuasion or act of parliament can 
you induce a whole people or even ali 
the members of a single family to 
follow agricultural pursuits. In every 
family of three sons ‘~7o will devote 
themeelves to commercial or industria 
avocations. For example between 1900 
and 1910, notwithstanding the wide ex- 
tension settlement in Western Canada, 
the rural population over the whole 
country increased by 16.48 per cent. 
and the urban population by 63.83 per 
cent., while the total rural population 
ig $,924,083 as against an urban popu- 
lation of 3,280,441,

rural population was 1.6 per cent., and 
of urban population 48.3 per cent. In 
Western Carada the increase of rural 
population was 136 per cent., and of 
drban population 243 per cent. These 
tacts at least prove the contention 
that only a percentage of the popula- 
tion will go upon the land and it fol- 
lows inevitably that we will lose by 
emigration those for whom we do not 
provide employment in mercantile and 
industrial pursuits, 

“Under the conditions which obtain 
in Canada with moderate protectionist 
duties, industries will follow popula- 
tion as under free trade Canadians 
would go to the industries of the neigh- 
boring country. ‘It is only by a ju- 
dictous system of protection that we 
can oonserve our own natural re- 
cources which under sound policies of 
legislation and administration become 
chief sources of public reveaue and the 
support of great industrial communi- 
tles. 

“Do you believe that the industries 
of older Canada could thrive if they 
Were exposed to the unobstructed com- 
petition of the highly specialized and 
heavily capitalized industrias of the 
United States, manufacturing for a 
protected market of ninety millions of 
people, or do you believe that against 
such competition any considerable 
number of industries vould be estab- 
Hahed in the west in this generation? 

“In the United States for nearly halt 
a century the chief agricultural states 
have been protectionist strongholds 
because they desired that their sons 
should have ample choice of a voca- 
tion and employment in their own 
country, Because they believed that 
grain prices for exports were deter- 
mined by the markets of Europe, and 
because they believed that any burden 
imposed by protection was offset by 
the higher prices of local markets, 
that local markets were essential to 
profitable general farming, and that 
farming devoted to a single staple 
product could never be a permanent 
condition.

No Reason Why It Should Not Beat 
. Creamery Product tn Price,

The first: essential in making good 
butter ts good cream. ‘To get this sii 
ply means to take ordinary precautions 
tegarding clean cows and barn, clean 
attendants and clean utensils und then 
cooling the cream at.once after sep. 
arating, elther by running it’ over # 
cooler or by setting it in running cold 
water and stirring. Cream should not 
be stored with any substance having 
an aroma, Sweet cream churns hard 
and gives a butter having a flat taste, 
To sour or ripen the cream, first, bent it 
to about 70 degrees FB. (use a ther- 
mometer) and let It stand until it lns 
a mild but distinctly acid taste, or, 
second, add some sour milk or butter: 
milk (starter) to start the ripening, at 
the same time holding it at 70 degrevs. 
The best crenm for churning ts that 
which tests about 3O per cent fat after 
starter has been added. 

The temperature at which the crenm 
should be churned depends on the size 
of fat globules, hardness of fat glob- 
ules, age of the cream, percentige of 
fat In the cream, kind of feed the vow

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THE CROP ESTIMATE! cA"sT4nz THE ESQUIMAUX 


SEPTEMBER RAINS WERE THE 
CAUSE OF SOME DAMAGE 


A Little Early Vet for Final satearae| 
on Total Extent of Crop, but the Av- 
erage Vield is Expected to be High- 
er Than Laet Year, Little Damage; 
From Frost. 

Ottawa.—A bulletin issued by the 
census and statistics office covers the 
crop condition in Canada for the| 
month ended September 380. Jt states} 
that during this month wet weather) 
continued to prevail over most parts 
of Canada, especially over the pro- 
vinees of Quebec, Ontario and Mani-! 
toba. At Sept. 80, large areas of 
grain both in the east nad in the west 
were still either uncut or were ex- 
posed to the wet in stook, Much 
damage has been caused by sprouting | 
and in the north-west provinces sec-| 
ond growth has in numerous instances | 
caused uneven ripening and conse 
quent lowering of grade, Frost during 
September in these provinces did some | 
damage, but as a rule only late crops | 
including flax, were seriously affect- 
ed. © In parts of Southern Ontario the 
ground is so wet that many farmers | 
have abandoned the sowing of the fall 
wheat for next year. 4 

The estimates of the yield publish- 
ed a month ago could only be regard- 
ed as of preliminary value, because 
in consequence of the bad weather and | 
late seasons harvesting operations | 
had made so little progress. 

The new estimates of yield obtain- 

ed from correspondents at the end of 
September confirm generally the pre- 
vious estimates for mostiof the crops, 
but inasmuch ag very little threshing 
had been possible and large areas of 
the grain were still unharvested, !t is 
feared that the final estimates after 
completion of the threshing, may turn 
out lower than the figures now given. 
For spring wheat the estimated pro- 
duction is 188,816,600 bushels, as com- 
pared with 189,904,500 bushels last 
year. 
For fall wheat the estimate is 16,- 
868,700 bushels, compared with 26,- 
014,000 bushels last yer, the total es- 
timated whent production being there- 
fore 205,685,300 bushels as compared 
with 215,918,600 bushels in 1911 a de-| 
crease of five per cent. The yield| 
per acre is 21.08 bushels for all wheat 
as against 20.77 bushels last year. 

Oats show a total production of 
281,502,000 buehels, compared with 
$48,585,600 bushels last year, the yleld 
per acre being 41.89 bushels, compar- 
ed with 37.75. Barley is estimated | 
to yleld a total of 400,395,100 bushels} 
compared with 400,631,000, bushels last 
year; the yield per acre 31.00 bushels 
against 28.94, The total production 
of rye is 3,086,000 bushels against} 
2,688,800 bushels in 1911, the yields 
per acre boeing respectively 20.75 and 
17.41 bushels of oats, barley and rye, 
Increases in total production as co | 
pared with last year represent per-| 
centages of 9, 8 and 15.

Anglican Clergy Won't be Influenced 
by Stefansson'’s Views 

Montreal.—Great enthusiasm was 
aroused at a meeting of the Board of 
Management of the Anglican church 
in Canada by’ speeches of Bisho 
Stringer of the Yukon and Rev. C. 
E. Whitaker of Mackenzie River in 
regard to the much talked of tribe of 
bloude Esquimaux recently discovered 
in the Coppetmine river and Corona- 
tion Gulf districts, within the Arctic 
cirele, 

Doubt has been cast upon the evi- 
dence of the existence of this tribe, 
but proofs of the most convincing 
character were laid ‘before the meet- 
ing by the bishop and his colleague, 
including an actual photograph of 
some of the very people concerning 
which much discussion has recently 
arisen, thus confirming the statements 
of Mr. Stefansson of the tribe. 

Referring to the alleged recommen- 
dation of Mr. Stefansson that all in- 
fluences of civilization, including 
Christian ministrations, be kept away 
from these people the bishop told of 
the marvellous transformation of 
character that has followed the mis- 
sionaries’ work among other tribes of 
Ssquimaux. 

A very few years ago they were 
given up to thieving, licentiousness, 
murder, polygamy asd infanticide. 

Now they are living lives that would 
be creditable to any Christian congre- 
gation, 

Bishop Stringer stated that he was 
satisfied that many of the statements 
accorded to Mr. Stefansson in the 
press did not emanate from him. He 
also declared that at the present time 
one of his clergy, Rev. W. H. Fhy, 
accompanied by twelve Christian Es- 
quimaux from Mackenzie Delta, are 
on their way to the Coppermine dis- 
trict and the natives are all travelling 
at their own cost, 


Conference on Grain Situation 

_ Ottawa.—Arrangements were made 
recently for a conference between the 
Railway Commission, the Grain Com- 
mission and representatives of West- 
ern railway lines to be held in Winni- 
peg to settle the question of railway 
facilities for the sample market, 
which is to be established in the Man- 
{toba capital in connection with the 
grain situation.

SESSION IN JANUARY 


OPENING OF PARLIAMENT MAY 
BE DEFERRED 


The Rumor is Current That the House 
Will not Meet Until January, and 
Report That Hon. F. D. Monk Will 
Resign Before the House Meets is 
Again Revived. 

Ottawa,—A meeting of the cabinet 
council was held recently and when it 
was over it was stated that the date 
for the assembling of parliament had 
not yet been fixed. Delay in the an- 
nouncement has led to the revival of 
the rumor that the house will not 
meet until January. It is probable, 
however, that no definite decision has 
yet been announced. The report that 
Hon, F. D. Monk will resign before 
the house meets has been revived. 
The report naturally is connected 
with the consideration of the naval 
question, it being asserted in home 
quarters that the minister of public 
works desires to have the proposal to 
grant an emergency contribution to 
the. Imperial Exchequer submitted’ to 
a plebescite of the Canadian people. 

It is stated that the proposal which 
Premier Borden wil) submit to his 
cabinet is the immediate contribution 
of thirty million dollars and the re- 
peal of the Laurier naval act. This 
will constitute the temporary policy 
of the government, the permanent 
policy to be brought down a year 
later. Whatever truth there may be 
in the report that Mr. Monk may re- 
tire would appear that there is some 
thing under the surface that is de- 
laying the announcement of the date 
of the opening of parliament, 


In both political and official circles | 
the impression is gradually growing | 


stronger that there is at least an even 
chance that parliament will not con- 
ivene till January. A decision to de- 
fer the opening until a later date will 
be pleasing to the majority of western 
and maritime members, many of 
whom have within the past couple of 
months expressed the desire that 
there should be no November session 
with a long recess over Christmas and 
New Years, which makes it necessary 
for them either to take a long trip to 
their homes or remain in Ottawa with 
nothing to do for a period of three 
weeks.

| Weekly Grain Letter Supplied by 
Thompson, Sons & Co, Grain Mer- 
chants, Winnipeg. 


Winnipeg, Oct. 9.—A_ stimulating 
influence hus come into the grain sit- 


uation since a week ago in the actual

latier event would be a calamity too 
| terrible to contemplate, and in tace of 
it, what the markets might do would 
be of comparatively little consequence 
to most of us. It is to be hoped that 
if the conflict cannot be stopped 
through the friendly intervention of 
the great powers working harmon- 
jously together it may: be confined to 
the Balkan peninsula and the combat- 
ants immediately concerned. If the 
confilot yemains within “these bounds 
its influence on the grain markets 
would tikely be little more than the 
spurt it has helped to give to prices 
in the last few days. Since this 
day week the United States: markets 
| have advanced 1%c. to 2%ec., the 
largest advance being in Chicago De- 
cember wheat, In our Winnipeg 
market the advance has been 3%c. on 
the October delivery and 2c, on ithe 
other months, The very largé move- 
ment of wheat in the United States 
during the past two months has -not 
resulted im the big accumulation of 
| visible supplies that has been looked 
for. Since the ist of July'to date 
the primary receipts of wheat in the 
U.S. have been 109,365,000 bus. com- 
pared to 76,961,000 bus. in the same 
period last year, an increase this year 
of 32,404,000 bus. and yet in that time 
|the U.S. visible has tncreased only 
| 9,280,000 bus, while last year in the 
| same time there was an increase of 
42,836,000 bus. ‘Dhere have no doubt 
been many holes for the new crop to 
fill up, and there has been an unus- 
ually good flour demand in the U.S. 
}in the last two months, which has 
| caused the milling demand to be large 
}and there has been an export demand 
| beyond what was expected, which has 
been partly, at least, caused by the 
great delay in western European 
wheat getting to the miller, owing te 
the very unfavorable harvest time, 
Thus the big movement of the U.8. 
hew crop bas gone elsewhere than in- 
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to the visible supply, but the well | 
known large size of thd crop, togcther | 
with the promised abundance of our | 
western Canadian crop, caused specu- 
lative operators In the U.S. markets | 
to keep on gelling for future delivery 
even after prices had declined freely, | 
with the consequence that the mark- 
et has been heavily oversold. |The 
gradual recognition of the fact that 
the visible supply was not incréasing 
commensurately with tie large wheat 
movement and the war developm .ts 
coming to a head at the samne time, 
have arrested the bearish sentiment 
in the markets and given an upward 
turn to prices. Whecher the 
strength thus imparted to the trade 
will become permanent and continue 
to advance prices is uncertain because 
while there have come certain 
changes into the situation, these do 
not change the fact that the United 
States, Canada and !Russin have been 
fortunate this year in produciig un- 
usually large crops of wheat of aver-| 
age good quality, and that they have | 
only yet made a beginning of dispos- 
ing of their surplus to the export 
market, The delay in these large 
crops pressing on the world's mark- 
ets has been caused principally by 
the delay through unfavorable ‘weath- 
ér in the finishing of harvesting and 
tué progress of threshing in the U.S. 
and western Canada’s spring wheat 
area, The weather over this part of 
the world has been more favorable 
during the past two weeks than pre 
viously, abthough in the last four days 
{t had been. partly, though not serious- 
ly unsettled, and the work of thresh- 
ing and hauling the grain to the coun- 
try depots has progressed, and rall- 
way movemen: shows a large dn- 
crease, In the last five days there 
have been 4342 cars of wheat inspect- 
ed at Winnipeg; in the same five days 
last year the number was 2770 cars. 
The average quality continues high 
and the percentage of tough or no} 
grade cars is on the decline. Today | 
the United States Agricultural Dept. 
issued their October report, giving 
among othér information, the extimat- 
ed yield per acre of the U.S. spring 
wheat crop. The yield is put at 17.2 
bus. giving a total yield of 330,390,000 
bus, against 300,000,000 bus. at 
September 1st. The winter 
wheat crop, estimated on Aug. Ist, 
was 389,942,000 bus., so that the to- 
tal U.S. wheat crop is estimated at 
this date as 720,332,000 bus., against 
the final estimate of 621,338,000 bus. 
for the'crop of 1911. Last week the 
U.S. visible supply increased 1,0265,- 
000 bus, against an increas last 
year of 3,989,000 bus. and the aggre 
gate now js 32,633,000 bus. against 
56,698,000 bus. a year ago, The 
European visible increased *5,020,000 
bus. compared with a decrease last 
year of 700,000 bus. and the total ts 
now 77,988,000 bus. Last year the 
total was 82,400,000 bus. The world's 
available supply of breadstuffs accard- 
ing to Bradstreets, increased last 
week 10,936,000 bus. compared with 
the increase of 5,753,000 bus. a year 
ago. The world’s shipments last 
week from exporting to importing 
countries Were 14,688,000 bus. againet 
11,024,000 bus. a year ago, and the ag- 
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sage is now 38,688,000 bus. against 
$2,064,000 bus. a year ago. These 
statistics, with perhaps the exception 
of the U.S. visible supply statement, 
can ‘be taken as very bearish and 
should the result of the general 
world's movement of wheat during the 
next few wecks be on the same lines, 
the probability is that whatever views 
as to prices speculative buyers may 
develop, the commercial value of 
wheat for this season is somewhere 
around the level of present prices, 
Along with ample supplies of wheat 
actually on hand or about to come on 
the markets, we must keep in view 
the new crops now growing. The 
Argentine and Australian crops are 
growing well under favorable condi: | 
tions but their critical periods are dur- 
ing the next six or eight weeks, in| 
two months the earliest districts will 
be harvesting.

Departing from the region of Tyr 
and Sidon, where He had comforte 
the mother’s heart and honored and 
commended her faith, He returned to 
the sea of Galilee, a journey of forty 
or fifty miles, but nothing is said of 
the journey. How little we think of 
His long walks from one part of the 
country to another, It is easy ta 
travel in our day, and there ig a vast, 
amount of it done, but very few do it 
on foot and for Him, yet | do know 
some missionaries who are very like 
Him in this respect, Verses 82 ta 
37 of our lesson are recorded only by 
Mark and tel of the healing of a deaf 
and dumb man. Some are dumb be- 
cause they cannot speak and others 
are dumb because they will not speak. 

It is sometimes wise for those wha 
can both hear and speak to be as if 
they were both deaf and dumb (Ps. 
xxxvili, 13). Too many are dumb be» 
cause they do not feel constrained ta 
speak. Their remedy may be found 
in Ps, xxxix, 3; Ezek. fil, 27; Jer, xx, 
8,9. If any are inclined to plead 
slowneas of speech or the inefficiency 
of youth they be helped Sy Bx. iv, 12, 
Jer. 1, 7-9, All need that which our 
Lord commended in Acts iv, 81. All 
may come unto Him, and He knows at 
once a right way for each. His way 
with this, particular man was unique, 
but it must have been the right way 
for him. He took him aside from 
the mniltitude. He often takes us 


aside that He may cause us to hear: 


or see or know something He could 
not otherwise teach us. It is blessed 
to be taken aside with Him. I like 
the verse which says that we should 
live together with Him (I Thess. v, 
10). We have read of many being 
healed by touching Him or the hem 
of His garment, but see His fingers 
on this man’s ears and tongue, and in- 
stantly he could hear and speak plain. 
ly, Was the power in His touch or 
in the words “Be opened,” or in both? 
More important for me to be able to 
say that He hath touched me and 
hath spoken to me, and taught me ta 
say “He hath done all things well," 
Just here Matthew records that He 
went up into a mountain and gat dow: 
and great multitudes came to Hh 
bringing the lame, blind, dumb, main 
ed and others and ¢éast them at Hi 
feet, wand He healed them, and the 
glorified the God of Israel (Matt. xv 
30, 31). When Israel came out co. 
Egypt there was not one, feeble among 
their tribes and when the kingdom 
comes the inhabitant shall not say, “Y 
am sick.” There shall be nu more 
death, neither sorrow nor crying, net. 
ther shall there be any more pain , 
They shall hunger no more, neither 


thirst anymore; neither shall the 
sun light on them nor any beat."
